A regular meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of 
Newark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Council Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M.

Mayor Gillen: In the matter of 
the minutes, gentlemen, I want tu 
change my vote in the adoption of 
these minutes on the ground that 
they are recorded wrong on the ques- 
tion of voting on the purchase of the 
stable property on Hayes Street. I 
voted no, and I am recorded as vot- 
ing in the affirmative on two reso- 
lutions, one purchasing property from 
Joseph Goldenberg for $24,000, and 
another for $8,000 for the property 
of Morris Kolba. 


Mayor Gilen—The Board is now 
prepared to hear any citizen on the 
proposed amendment ‘te the zoning 
ordinance.

Mr. Rudolph Von Seyfried, repre 
senting the Balbach Smelting Com- 
pany: It is my duty to look after 
the interests of the men in homes. 
One of the difficulties we have is to 
provide homes for our men within 
a reasonable distance of the factory. 
At the present time some of our men 
find it more convenient to live in 
Jersey City as they can reach the 
plant much easier than from Newark. 
Everyone is interested in the devel- 
opment of meadow property. No 
manufacturer will locate any placa 
unless he knows where the men who 
work in the factory are coming from, 
At present manufacturers are handi- 
capped by the distance the men have 
to come to reach their plants. Not 
only that, but the men have to spend 
30c a day car fare. The location we 
have selected is only a small part 
of a tract of land that is good farm- 
ing land, about 50 acres. We have 
proposed to put up between forty 
and fifty one-family houses of four 
and five rooms with all modern con- 
veniences, which will rent for $20.00, 
making an ideal home for workmen. 
We are ready with the plans and 
have the company's consent to spend 
the money, but we have been up 
against this ordinance preventing it, 
because the site is located in the 
industrial district. 


Commissioner Raymond Do you 
think it is the right place to bring 
up children? You have nothing 
there, no schools. 
be a terribie place to bring up chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Von Seyfried. There are no 
Schools nearer than Watson Avenue, 
but it is the only location available 


in the Twelfth Ward for building. 


Commissioner Monahan: There are 
plenty of vacant lots in the Twelfth 
Ward; any amount of them. 


Mr. Von Seyfried: You appeal to 
the manufacturers to put up homes, 
They are not putting up houses as 
a money-making proposition; but only 
for the convenience of their work- 
men so that the men will go to work 
in their factories in preference to 
other factories. 


Mayor Gillen: How many homes 
do you expect to build? 


Mr. Von Seyfried: Sixty one-family 
houses, four and six rooms. 


Mayor Gillen: Are you going to 
give them plenty of yard space? 


Mr. Von Seyfried: 
will be 16x40 feet. 


Yes, the lots 


Mayor Gillen: I think, gentlemen, 
if you are going to have industries 
on the meadows you have got to 
have workmen live near them. As 
this gentleman has pointed out, the 
transportation problem is very diffi- 
cult, and in every community work- 
ing people live near factories. I re- 
gard the location as healthy as any 
other place around there.

Mr Von Seyfried then presented 
affidavits by Dr. Alfred A. Loeb and 
Dr. Lawrence A. Cahill. showing that 
the location selected by the Balbach 
Smelting Company would be entirely 
healthful for residences of workmen 
and their families. 


Dr. W. G. Hanrahan, 36A Fulton 
Street, Newark: I would like to say 
we feel if you are going to deprive 
the city of sixty houses, it is à step 
in the wrong direction. Ways and 
means should be devised to let this 
thing go through. These sixty houses 
will take care of two or three hun- 
dred people. It is a big item at this 
time. We are trying to encourage 
other manufacturers to do the same 


' thing as the Balbach people want to 


do, and if you put obstacles in their 
way other manufacturers would be 
discouraged. This is very essential 
to the welfare of the people. 


Commissioner Archibald | moved

ordinate cost at this time and the 
consequent inordinate assessment that 
would be made against property own- 
ers that may be benefited. .

City Counsel Congleton made the 
following report on the two confer- 
ences held at Jersey City on the 
housing problem: The final decision 
arrived at yesterday afternoon was 
that there would be four bills pre- 
pared and introduced in the Legis- 
lature, most all of these following 


the New York bills as far as we 
can. The first will be one to try to 
check the increase of rents by pro- 
viding that any increase in rent of 
25 per cent. over the previous rent 
shall be treated prima facia as prof- 
itcering. The burden will be placed 
upon landlords by proving that that 
rent is a fair and reasonable rent. 
The other biils will be supplements 
to the landlords’ and tenants’ act, 
which will give District Court Judges 
power to stay proceedings, power to 
say whether the rent is fair and rea- 
sonable, and they will have power to 
stay the writ for possession as long 
as a year if it becomes necessary. 
They are putting it in the discretion 
of District Court Judges. The other 
bills are 
along the same lines, The other 
proposition is the building of houses. 
This is along the lines of the bill 
passed through the Assembly and 
was tied up in committee in the Sen- 
ate. That bill is to be revived if it 
can be, if not, a new bil is to be 
introduced in the House which will 
be somewhat changed. That bill 
provides that a municipality may is- 
sue bonds up to one per cent. of its 
tax ratables for the purchase of lands 
and the building of houses. 1t must 
be adopted, however, by referendum 
vote at a special or general election. 
The consensus of opinion seemed to 
be that the burden for going into this 
business and issuing bonds for such 


a large amount should be upon the 


public at large and not upon one 
governing body and that is why the 
bill was so drawn.

I was down in the district courts 
today and they have threwn out 
cases. There were a number of cases 
sent from the Rent Profiteering Bur- 
reau to the Law Department, and 
they should have been represented in 
court today. This morning there 
was only one lawyer in the two dis- 
trict courts. Mr. Carpenter was in 


one of the courts and Mr. Manning 
and Mr. LaVecchia in the other court. 
I listened to several cases and found 
that many tenants evicted would not 
have been had they had lawyers de- 
fending their cases. 

I know that the Law Department 
is burdened with sufficient work, but 
what I want to suggest, in view of 
the extremity of the situation and the 
seriousness of it, is that the Law De- 
partment be authorized to engage the 
service of several lawyers during the 
coming week to go into the district 
courts. I think that several of these 
attorneys should be stationed in the 
Rent Profiteering Bureau and be kept 
there all day. In this way the Com- 
mission can do a great service ta the 
people of Newark. 


City Counsel Congleton: Mr. Mayor, 
with respect to the Law Department 
in the rent profiteering cases, Mr. 
Kussy has been devoting most of his 
time to this work, but was called 
away on account of the illness of his 
wife. As soon as Mr. Kussy was 
taken from this work other members 
of the department were assigned to it. 

City Attorney Kearns: There seems 
to be some criticism about not taking 
саге of matters this morning. Mr. 
Carpenter went down to the Munici- 
'pal Cóurt and came, back with the 
information that there were only four 
cases there. There were a large 
number of landlords and tenants 
there to make complaints, but no at- 
torneys to defend them.

City Attorney Kearns: There were 
probably ten cases looked afier by the 
Law Department. There were fifteen 
cases altogether. The difficulty is 
that most of them want the Law De- 
partment, without even appearing at 
the Law Department, but want the 
Law Deparment to defend them. 


Mayor Gillen: That is very true. 
During the past week scores of cases 
have been sent te the Law Depart- 
ment and today I find the Law De- 
partment only -had knowledge of 
seven cases. There is something 
wrong between the Law Department 
and the Rent Profiteering Bureau. I 
am not criticising the Law Depart- 
ment. We have not enough lawyers, 
to meet this avalanche of evictions 
at the present time. I would suggest 
that the Law Department engage sev- 
eral attorneys during this week to 
take care of these cases, and let us 
see at the end of the week what will 
be accomplished. This is the worst 
period of the year. 


Commissioner Raymond: The Law: 
Department can take care of that. I 
would suggest a resolution appointing 
lawyers to take care of these cases. 


Mayor Gillen: I doubt if the Law 
Department has taken care of 15 per 
cent, of the cases. I have been to 
both courts. ' 
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Commissioner Raymond Maybe 
they don't want the Law Department. 


Mayor Gillen: The Law Depart- 
ment is willing to take care of these 
cases, but the difficulty is that the 
thing is scattered too much and there 


is no co-ordination. Mr. Morgan sends ` 


the people to the Law Department 
and they give them some informa- 
tion, and that is the last of it. 

City Attorney Kearns: We prob- 
ably talked to 50 people. 

Mayor Gillen: There is proof of 
that because so many people were 
not defended in the courts this morn- 
ing. 


City Attorney Kearns: They even 
come back to Mr. Morgan with the 
adverse decision of the judges. 


Mayor Gillen: I would suggest sev- 
eral lawyers take up the cases as 
they come along this week. 


City Counsel Congleton: If the 
Board of Commissioners direct me, I 
will put on as many attorneys as 
you want. 

Commissioner Brennan: I vote 
that we draw up a resolution. 


Mayor Gillen: I would authorize 
the Law Department to employ, if 
necessary, one dozen lawyers, to de- 
fend the tenants in the district courts 
and try their cases. This is Та very 
serious situation.

Mr. Frederick W. Buob, 238 Spring- 
field Avenue, Newark: I am speak- 
ing in behalf of the sporting goods 
dealers of the City of Newark in 
reference to an ordinance passed on 
February 19th of this year governing 
the sale and possession of fire arms, 
ete. It is not the intent of dealers 
to protest in any way against the en- 


forcement of the provision for the 
sale of concealed weapons, or the 
promiscuous buying of them in the 
different stores, but through the word- 
ing of this particular ordinance, it is 
so broad that it affects the sportsmen 
of the City of Newark, some eight 
to ten thousand men. Under the 
State law permission is given to citi- 
zens through the issuance of license 
which permits the use of shot guns in 
the pursuit of game. What we want 
to protest against is that it is dis- 
criminatory against sportsmen of 
Newark in not permitting them to 
buy fire arms, shot and shells at 
such time as the hunting season is 
on and practically drives the trade 
out of Newark. We would suggest 
that you reconsider your action on 
this particular ordinance, repealing 
the present one and passing one to 
regulate the sale of concealed weap-

Mr. Frederick W. Buob, 238 Spring- 
field Avenue, Newark: I am speak- 
ing in behalf of the sporting goods 
dealers of the City of Newark in 
reference to an ordinance passed on 
February 19th of this year governing 
the sale and possession of fire arms, 
ete. It is not the intent of dealers 
to protest in any way against the en- 


forcement of the provision for the 
sale of concealed weapons, or the 
promiscuous buying of them in the 
different stores, but through the word- 
ing of this particular ordinance, it is 
so broad that it affects the sportsmen 
of the City of Newark, some eight 
to ten thousand men. Under the 
State law permission is given to citi- 
zens through the issuance of license 
which permits the use of shot guns in 
the pursuit of game.

Mayor Gillen: I think Judge 
Freund has ruled that the tenant can 
get a jury trial without paying for it. 


Commissioner Archibald: Could we 
pay these fees under expenses of the 
Law Department?

Dr. Hanrahan: In explanation of 
that resolution, I might say I be- 
lieve it was Abraham Lincoln who 
said that the man who prevented 
litigation was the most valuable man 
in the community. We are not after 
the landlord who wants a fair and 
just revenue on his property. If 
you give us the power to summon 
landlords to appear we will adjust 
more than 80 per cent. of the cases, 
keep them out of court, and create 
friendship between landlord and ten- 
ant. : 


Commissioner Raymond moved that

Mr, Arthur Nungesser, 501 Clinton 
Avenue, Newark: We have with us 
here fifteen to eighteen delegates 
representing two-thirds of property 
owners. We do not feel that property 
owners should be assessed 65 рег 
cent. of the cost for the repaving of 
Clinton Avenue, for the reason that 
this pavement has already been paid 
for by property owners. If the City 
of Newark had taken care of that 
pavement, this repaving would not 
have been necessary. Nothing has 
been done until they relaid the blocks. 
The jitneys are pounding this pave- 
ment every day and they pay a big 
revenue to the city and we do not 
feel it is fair to property owners to 
be compelled to pay two-thirds of the 
cost. We feel we should not be as- 
sessed more than one-third of the 
cost of this work. 


Commissioner Raymond moved that

Mr. C. W. Feigenspan, 53 Lincoln 
Park, Newark: I wish to enter pro- 
test against the enactment of this 
resolution which is before your body 
‘to permit the erection of dwellings 
in the heavy industrial zone as de- 
termined by the  Commissión on 
Building Districts and Restrictions. 
A communication was sent by the 
Commission to you some time ago 
which outlined part of the reasons 
why private houses should not be 
built in this particular locality, and 
I wil ask Mr. O'Rourke, who is 
chairman of the Board of Appeals, to 
go into details on that. I would 
like to present to your attention 
what that zone is, and what is per- 
mitted to be built there under pres- 
ent conditions. Every city must of 
necessity, particularly an industrial 
city like Newark, have certain sec- 
tions in the city where industries 
that may ordinarily be termed ob- 
jectionable can be located, which 
would be a protection to those in- 
dustries not to be compelled to move. 
The zoning plan primarily was for 
protection of property owners, par- 
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ticularly the property owners who 
build homes which may be deterior- 
ated by the location of these objec- 
tionable industries. According to this 
resolution before you, the idea is to 
permit the building of residences in 
a locality which permits the following 
industries: Ammonia, chlorine or 
bleaching powder manufacture, as- 
phalt manufacture or refining; boiler 
works; brick, tile or terra cotta man- 
ufacture; distillation of coal, wood 
or bones; crematory; creosote treat- 
ment or manufacture; dyeing or dry 
cleaning; fat rendering. fertilizer 
manufacture; gas manufacture, or 
storage in excess of 1,000 cubic feet; 
electric central station plant; glue, 
size or gelatine manufacture; lamp 
black manufacture; raw hides ог 
skins storage, curing or tanning; 
rubber manufacture from crude ma- 
terial; slaughtering of animals; in- 
cineration or reduction of garbage, 
offal, dead animals or refuse, 


In addition to these reasons I have 
just mentioned, the Passaic Valley 
sewer is to have a sludge tank which 
is located within a comparatively 
short distance of where it is intend- 
ed to build these houses. It is in- 
tended to let this sewage lay in these 
sludge tanks for a period of eight 
hours, during which time it will emit 
a serious and very obnoxious odor. 
We feel it should be prohibited to 
build houses in this particular place. 
There is plenty of ground as close 
to Balbach Smelting Company as this 
where they could build. This is nu 
place for a white man to live, and 
certainly no fit place to bring up 
children. 


Mr. William P. O’Rourke, Superin- 
tendent of Buildings, also protested 
against the erection of dwellings in 
this locality on the ground that it 


was unfit for residential purposes 
because of the obnoxious odors from 
the industries located in this section; 
also the hazardous grade crossing of 
the Central Railroad Company over 
which the residents in this proposed 
community would have to pass. 


Mr. Morris R. Skerrerd, City Engi- 
neer, stated the passage of this 
amendment would be a step back- 
ward, and that if these homes were 
permitted to be erected it may seri- 
ously intertere with the proposed ex- 
tension of Haynes Avenue, plans for 
which have already been laid out, 
and that the locality was an unfit 
place for residential purposes. 


Mr. John Enstice, 40 Clinton Street, 
Newark, also protested against the 
passage of the amendment permit- 
ting the erection of these dwellings 
on the ground that it was an unfit 
locality for residences, 


Mr. E. ХУ. Wollmuth. Secretary 
Newark Board of Trade, also urged 
that residences not be permitted in 
this locality on the ground that it 
was unfit for resideatial purposes and 
the bringing up of chiidren. 


Mr. C. Albert Gasser, Superintend- 
ent of Combustibles, also urged that 
dwellings not be permitted in this 
lecality on the ground that it was 
not a fit place for residential pur- 
poses. | 


‚ Mayor Gillen: As I understand it, 
the object of the Balbach people is 
to give each man a large piece of 
ground which could be tilled for farm- 
ing purposes. They contemplate the 
erection of houses there for their 
help. They bought the land because 
it was up-land, suitable to build 
"homes upon. Before the zoning ordi- 
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nance was finally adopted, the com- 
pany brought to -our attention their 
plans to егесі houses- there. І in- 
spected the ground and could see no 
objection to it. I then called it to 
the attention of the Zoning Commis- 
sion and I was under the impres- 
sion, and always felt, that that piece 
of land was exempt from the restric- 
tions of the ordinance and І never 
knew until a month or two ago that 
it was not until the Company brought 
it to my attention. I think you have 
to have help near your factory. With 
the rotten transportation facilities in 
Newark and the difficulty of people 
to get to and from work, with the 
jnadequate street car and bus serv- 
ice, you will not have anybody to go 
to work there. I think you should 
have houses close to your factories 
so that workmen who do not object to 
the odors during the day and are 
willing to live there so as to be close 
to their work may do so. Here is: 
the situation that confronts us. The 
City of Newark is crying for homes. 
A big industry located in Newark 
for 60 years, an industry backed by 
good people, have bought land to 
build 50 or 60 homes and when they 
come forward to build them you say 
don’t let them do it. 


Commissioner Monahan: There 
are plenty of vacant lots in the 
Twelfth Ward that are more attract- 
ive and healthier than on the mead- 
ows where they contemplate building 
these homes. The fumes there at 
times are so bad you can hardly 
stand it. Look at some of the work- 
men that work down there. They 
are half dead and hardly able to 
walk along the streets. 


Mr. Rudolph Von Seyfried, repre- 
senting the Balbach Smelting Com- 
pany, urged that the Board pass the 


amendment to the Building Zone 
Ordinance and permit the erection 
of these dwellings, stating that not 
one of these obnoxious industries 
were located in this zone reserved 
for heavy industries, and that as soon 
as these concerns that had been 
spreading acid fumes over the mead- 
ows during the war found out that 
they were valuable to them and had 
to pay for them themselves they 
would stop spreading them over the 
meadows, and that the plan of his 
company was to erect 60 one-family 
brick houses of four and five rooms 
with all sanitary improvements, with 
a yard space of 20x24 feet, that the 
ground is high farm land and that the 
only objection he could see would be 
the railroad crossing, but that there 
was a bridge across the tracks and 
that it would not entail much expense 
to build a foot bridge on the outside 
of the present bridge for persons to 
pass over the tracks, Mr. Von Seyfried 
also stated it was much easier for 
men to reach their plant from Jersey 
City and New York than from Newark, 
and that it costs men 30c to reach their 
plant from the upper end of the City 
and that they were only able to get 
men to work in their plant who could 
not find work at more accessible fact- 
ories and that if the company were 
permitted to erect these dwellings for 
their workmen it would be an induce- 
ment for men to go to work in their 
plant. 


Commissioner Monahan: Your 
motive is a selfish one. Your com- 
pany wants to get men there so that 
they will be their landlords and dic- 
tate to them. There are plenty of 
vacant lots in the Twelfth Ward, but 
that location is no place for anyone 
to live. I would like to see some of 
the people here go there and examine 
that place and they will come back 
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with another idea of what it is It 
1s entirely à manutacturing district 
and should be kept so. 


Mr. Von Seyfried: We do not think 
it is a selfish motive for any man- 
ufacturer to look after the interests 
of their workmen. 


Dr. W. G. Hanrahan, 36a Fulton 
street, Newark, urged that these 
dwellings be permitted in order to re- 
lieve the present housing facilities, 
stating at the present time many 
people were forced to live in cellars 
and garrets and that well built homes 
in this locality would be much better 
than what many people are con- 
fronted with at the present time. 


Commissioner Raymond: I feel any 
sincere desire to build homes for 
workmen can be carried out in an- 
other part of the City within a short 
distance of this place and I feel any 
money invested in homes should be 
homes where children can be brought 
up. We do not want to build slums 
in Newark, we do not want them. We 
don’t want homes built alongside of 
our factories, 


Mayor Gillen then announced that

I have inspectors and clerks working 
in my department for $1,600, $1,700 
and $1,800 who have been there for 
years. Some of these court clerks 
are new employees. 


Mr. Harold Simandl, Kinney Build- 
ing, Newark, urged the Board to 
grant the increased pay to assistant 
clerks and deputy clerks of the dis- 
trict courts, stating that heretofore 
the position was always regarded as 
the stepping stone for attorneys and 
that they were always willing to take 
the position at ‘the low salary for 
the experience, but that under the 
act recently passed the duties of 


‘these clerks had been increased and 


they now have greater responsibili- 
ties and that the judges wanted the 
salaries increased in order to avoid 
constant changes.

strike and the delay, and I thought 
the city should go on record and 
communicate with the Railroad La- 
bor Beard, stating the conditions. as 
they exist here and asking that ac- 
tion be taken to bring about a set- 
tlement of this strike. It is all right 
to say the strikers are outlaws, but 
in the meantime the business of the 
nation is suffering and the indus- 
tries are being paralyzed.
